man consumption. 
All beans of the 
above 
size 
or 
smaller, are called No. 3 beans. They 
are worth $00 a ton, while the larger 
bean* are worth $50 or $55 dollars 
ton. 
The beans are weighed 
and then 
poured into a cylinder 
for 
grading. 
The small, more select beans, are sift­ 
ed through the scive-like holes in the 
cylinder 
into 
baskets 
on the floor. 
Th* se sifted ones are then 
weighed 
to find out the price to pay the pro­ 
ducer. 
After the beans are sifted,

The beans fall, as the

the proposed removal of the division 
offices of the Missouri Pacific railroad 
from Illmo to Poplar Bluff in the next 
ten or thirty days 
were 
expressed 
here last night at 
a meeting

by the Illmo-Fomfelt Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
Attended by more than 
forty men, including office employes 
and members of the Chamber of Com­

threatened loss of the division offices. 
C. C. Chapman, assistant 
division 
superintendent,

Losses from the recent flood thru-

offices of the Missouri Pacific railroad 
from Illmo to Poplar Bluff in the next 
ten or thirty days 
were 
expressed 
here last night at 
a m»*eting 
called 
by the Illmo-FornfeP Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
Attended by more than 
forty men, including office employes 
nnd members of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the meeting reflected the 
a t­ 
titude of the community toward 
the 
threatened loss of the division offices. 
C. C. Chapman, assistant 
division 
superintendent, 
who 
resides 
here, 
represented the railroad in an unof 
ficial capacity at the meeting, and ex­ 
plained the reasons for 
which 
the 
company wishes to move its offices. 
Losses from the recent flood thru- 
out the Mississippi Valley entail 
a 
curtailment and retrenchment in 
all 
parts of the Missouri Pacific system, 
he explained, and o th e r places will 
he affected in a way similar to Illmi 
If the offices are moved 
to Poplar 
Bluff, he said, the combined forces of 
the two pl..ces, totaling about (19 em ­ 
ployes, will be cut to 28 or 20. Only 
in the interest of railroad economy in 
operation will the move he made,

T hese comparisons of the labor re ­ 
quirem ents of different crops are, of 
course, only relative. 
In some sec­ 
tions conditions m ay necessitate the 
expenditure of more labor on a p a r ­ 
ticular crop than is usually needed 
elsewhere to produce more intensively 
cultivated prodcts.

“you should «tart with the basement 
and exam ine 
the 
walls 
for 
water 
»tains 
and 
horizontal 
w ater 
lines 
caused by water seepage, or water 
standing in the basement. 
‘T he foundation and retaining walls 
should be Inspected for proper thick 
ness," 
he 
continues. 
“A 
minimum 
width for main foundation w alls tie- 
low grade for a light-frame structure 
of one or two stories should not be 
less than ten Inches, If of concrete; 
13 Inches If of brick, and 18 inches 
for stone. 
"Concrete walls having a sandy or 
clayey appearance are deficient In ce­ 
ment, or else ure constructed of bank 
sand and gravel containing a large 
percentage of loam. Such w alls should 
he examined for sand and loam pock­ 
ets, which 
aro detrimental 
to 
the 
walls’ structural strength and penult 
the entrance of water. 
“The wall plate or mud sill, which 
lies directly upon the foundation and 
upon which the floor rests, should be 
minutely examined for dry rot and de­ 
cay. 
This is generally the first mem­ 
ber of a dwelling’s superstructure that 
goes had."

The dining room has five windows and 
1» of ample si/.**. Each of the two bed­ 
rooms adjoins the bath und the kitchen 
Is nicely located In relation to the din­ 
ing room. 
Having the icebox on th* 
rear porch w 111 be approved by most 
housekeepers. 
Now, while this Is a quality home 
built of qualify materials, still it la not 
excessive

cost. 
Of course, 
any 
definite estim ate on cost will have to 
tie provided by the local dealer and

l ’rlces vary In different sec­ 
tions of the country owing to freight 
rates and varying labor scales and the 
only practical way to approximate the 
cost of uny building Is by consulting 
the local source of supply, the dealer 
and builder.

Eradication of weeds by cultivation 
has been practiced for ages. Up to the 
present time this method has general­ 
ly proved to be the most economical 
and successful. 
Plowing weeds under covers them 
with a layer of soil that kills most of 
the living material. Later cultivation 
destroys 
a large proportion of the 
seeds that have sprouted. Still further 
cultivation provides for the germina­ 
tion of more of the seeds in the soil 
and at the same time kills the seed­ 
lings that have started. 
Send Up Shoots Often. 
Perennial 
weeds, 
however, 
can 
send up shoots as often as they arfl 
destroyed during the season and re­ 
quire a 
different 
treatment. 
Such 
weeds are the worst weed pests In 
Colorado and require more careful, 
more persistent and more frequent cul­ 
tivation. 
During the plowing of the 
»oil the roots that live in the upper 
layers are broken up, and may be 
dragged along the furrow by the plow 
to ground that Is not infestod with the 
plant. 
When the field Is being har­ 
rowed the dragging of root fragment* 
Is even more probable because they 
will be moved to a distance and left 
In loose soil that provides an excellent 
place for growth. 
Work Separately. 
This mukes It ne<e»sary to work 
separately land Infested with weeds 
having roots that 
can 
grow 
from 
snmll pieces. In such places consist­ 
ent destruction of the tops as soon 
as they appear will prove the best 
remedy. A knife edge pussed Just un­ 
der the surface of the soli In a way to 
cut off the young shoots, or n duok- 
foot cultivator with sharp shovels in 
several overlapping tier«, w ill be found 
the most effective of the m achlnss now 
In use in the mechanical destruction 
•f perennial weed«.

essential constituent. 
Feeding tests 
nave proved that yellow corn In the 
ration is conducive to healthy chick­ 
ens, and that greater egg production 
Is possible, as well as a higher per­ 
centage of hatchabillty. 
The breeding 
flock in particular should be supplied 
I with yellow corn. 
The Missouri experiment station has 
’ conducted tests to determine the rela­ 
tive feeding vulue of light and dark 
sgg yolks. 
The light yolks from hens 
fed white corn were fed one group of 
chicks, while another group was fed 
yellow yolks from hens fed yellow 
corn. 
The chicks receiving the white 
folks developed 
leg 
weakness 
and 
failed to grow properly, while those 
receiving the dark yolks developed 
aormully 
and 
were 
vigorous 
and 
healthy. 


Shorts Added to Ration 
for Swine Helps Gains 


Hogs that were self fed corn and 
tankuge 
at 
the 
Nebraska 
station, 
gulned about n quarter of a pound 
more a head dally, when shorts was 
added to that ration. Gains were also 
cheapened, and the hogs paid about 
12 more profit a head. 
Rhorts should not be used to replace 
tankage, however, for It Is no high- 
power protein feecf of that sort. 
It Is 
more like corn than tankage, but has 
i higher percentage of protein, and 
io will save a little of the packing­ 
house product. 
In the Nebraska test 
75 pounds of shorts took the place of 
38 pounds of com and 15 pounds of 
tankage.

Scourge of Carolina Coa*t 
A 
MONG the handicaps of the flrst 
settlers in the Carolina* jva« their 
nearness to the West Indies, the lair 
ef the pirate captains who plundered 
the shipping on the ktlantic seaboard 
early In the HMghteeath century.

SUGGESTS CROPS AVAILABLE 
FOR LATE PLANTING 


C ounty A gent Darnall has received 
special inform ation on possibilities in 
planting crops during the rem ainder 
of this season from W. E, Etheridge, 
professor of field crops, University 
of Missouri. 
Mr. E theridge says: 
“ It is m y judgm ent th a t in your 
section you can plant early corn thru 
the first week in July with consider­ 
able chance of success. 
V ery early 
corn from the north is more likely to 
succeed in this short period than 
is 
even the so-called 90-day corn with 
which we are fam iliar in this 
state. 
S tandard varieties seem unsafe after 
July 1, in fact, they are unsafe for 
planting even now, although in an un­ 
usually late fall they might mature. 
“ Soybeans may be planted for seed 


production as late as the first week 
in Ju ly and any tim e in Ju ly for hay, 
although chance for a good hay crop 
rapidly diminishes a fte r the middle 
of the month. 
Cowpeaa 
could 
be 
planted as late for hay as could soy­ 
beans, but I believe th e re will 
have 
to be planted som ew hat earlier than 
soybeans for seed. 
“ A ny of the sorghum group can be 
planted for seed as late as the mid­ 
dle of July, but for seed 
production 
the planting should follow' the su g ­ 
gestion given above fo r early corn. 
“ M illet may be planted as late 
as 
A ugust 1 for quick feed crop. 
“ Rape may Ik» planted from 
now 
until w'ithin six weeks of the average 
date of the first frost, whenever 
the 
ground is moist enough to germ inate 
the seed. 
I hope these suggestions 
may be of

SU G G ESTS CROPS AVAILABLE 
FOR LATE PLA N TIN G 


County Agent Darnnll has received 
-pecial inform ation on possibilities in 
planting crops during the rem ainder 
of this season from W. E. Etheridge, 
professor of field crops, U niversity 
of Missouri. 
Mr. Etheridge says: 
“ It is my judgment that in your 
section you can plant early corn thru 
the first week in July with consider­ 
able chance of success. 
Very early 
corn from the north is more likely to 
succeed in this short period than 
is 
even the so-called 90-day corn with 
which we are familiar in this 
state. 
Standard varieties seem unsafe afte r 
July 1, in fact, they are unsafe for 
planting even now, although in an u n ­ 
usually late fall they might mature. 
“Soybeans m ay be planted for seed 


production as late as the first week 
in July and any tim e in July for hay, 
although chance for a good hay crop 
rapidly diminishes after the middle 
of the month. 
Cowpeas 
could 
be 
planted as late for hay as could soy­ 
beans, but I believe there will 
have 
to l>o planted som ewhat earlier than 
soybeans for seed. 
“ Any of tin* sorghum group can be 
planted for seed as late as the m id­ 
dle of July, hut for seed 
production 
the planting should follow the s u g ­ 
gestion given above for early com . 
“ Millet may be planted as late 
as 
August 1 for quick feed crop. 
“ Rape m ay be planted from 
now 
until within six weeks of the a v e r a g e 
date of the first frost, whenever 
the 
ground is moist enough to germ inate 
the seed.
